The most civilized Indians in the 


United States are tne five tribes in the | 
Indian Territory, viz.:The Cherokees, 
20,000; the Choctaws, 16,500: the | 
Creeks, 14,500; the Chickasaws, 7.000; 
the Seminoles, 2,500. Total, 60,500. 
Of these the whole pumber wear citi 
zens’ Gress; 33,650 can read,and 2,650 
have learned to read within the year. 
These Indians occupy 16,250 houses, 
and have built 2,700 new houses with 
in the year. They have 12 boarding 
and 183 day schools, in which 8,470 
scholars can be accomodated. The 
number of scholars who attended 
these schools during the past year 
waa 6.250. The amount expended for 
education during the yearwas: From 
tribal funds,$166.856. and by Govern 
ment,$3,500, this latter amount being 
for fredmen’s schools. The number 
of church buildings are 131, and the 
missionaries 61 in number. The re- 
ligioas ‘eocieties of the country expend 
no money on the five tribes except the 
itiful sum of $1,600 per anum on 
minoles.

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


W. M. Evarts has been interviewed 
in regard to the Monetary Conference 
and believes it will succeed. He holds 
the opiaion that Eogland’s abstention 
or willingness remains a matter of in- 
d fference, as concerns the United 
States. In the course of conversation 
Mr. Evarts declared roundly that our 
country is strong enough to maintain 
an independent course of action. Fur- 
thermore, he sees no ground for fear 
that the Conference would collapse. 
notwithstanding the predictions to 
that effect emanating from the English 
press. Evarts has so far had no op- 
portunity to personally sound the 
British authorities, Gladstone being 
absent at Hawarden for the Easter 
holidays. Probably Evarts does not 
care much for prelimioary consulta 
tions with the British Government, 
being fully aware of the weak points 
in their arguments when pitted 
against its opinions are France, Italy 
and other nations who form a unit on 
the question of bimetallism with the 
United States. Austria has decided 
that it is her interest to join the Con- 
terence, while Germany still wavers. 
All nations recognize that the present 
system of the Bank of England being 
detrimental to their interests, is un- 
tenable, and causes serious ioconveni- 
ence to other nations, unnecessarily 
disturbing currency and causing con- 
fusion in foreign exchanges. The de- 
termination of France is sufficiently 
demonstrated by appointing three of 
the highest authorities in finance as 
her representatives io the Conference.

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INSANE ASYLUM. 


Details of the Plans Drawn Up by J. 8. 
Sturgeon of Rene. 


J. 8. Sturgeon, the architect, has 
been working for some tirre on & set 
of plaus for the new asylum building 
oon to be erected near Reno, The 
plans are to be submitted on Thurs, 
day next, an! a Gazerre reporter has 
drawn from the architect the append. 
ed explanations of his design. The 
description will be interesting, as 
showing an approximate idea of the 
style of the building and what all the 
plans will try to provide for. 

THE ASYLUM 
is intended to face south, overlooking 
the Truckee river, and consist of a 
main center building and two wings 
running east and west, making a front 
of 285 feet by a depth of 145 feet, and 
two stories high above the basement, 
which will be 9 feet above the present 
surface of the ground; but the earth 
removed from the foundation will be 
placed around the outside of the same 
so as to form a terrace two feet high 
to give a better elevation and protec- 
tion against frosts. The main center 
building will be divided by the main 
corridor, 12 feet wide, running its en- 
tire leogth in each story. The base- 
ment contains the kitchen, bakery, 
pantry, store room, wood-room, coal- 
room, trunk-room, tool-room, etc. 
THE FIRST FLOOR 

contains the office, reception-room, 
laboratory, elerks - room, three dining 
rooms (in size 24x37, 20x25 and 16x20, 
all of which are connected with the 
kitchen by dumb waiters), and a lava- 
tory which also has an outside en- 
trance.

The roof and cornices wiil be iron. 
The Newell posts to front steps and 
the posts supporting the front porch 
and portico will be of cast iron. 
VENTILATION. 


On the roof will be placed six ven- 
tilators 6 feet in diameter, as also a 
small dome, which serves the double 
purpose of a belfry and a ventilator, 
which is surmounted by a flag-pole, 
the top of which will be 125 feet 
above the ground. The machinery 
for running the ventilating fan and 
pump will be run by a small Turbioe 
wheel, while the steam for heating, 
washing and cooking purposes will be 
furnished by two tubular boilers 
placed some ways in the rear of the 
main building. The,building will be 
lighted with gas throughout, but 
whether from the Reno gas works or 
manufactured at the building is not 
yet decided. One feature of the plan 
is that there ie not a dark room, pas-

Baptized and Hanged.

From the New York World. 

Waverty, Tenn., April 8.—John 
W. Williams, who murdered hie wife 
in April, 1877, was hanged here to-day 
iu the presence of 4,000 people. He 
was baptized in the creek near the 
jail in the morning by Elder Thomas, 
of the Northern Methodist church. 
An immense crowd was present on the 
banks. At the foot of the bridge the 
minister the song Ou Jordan’s 
Stormy Banks I stand,” and the col- 
ored people in the crowd joined in. 
As Williams arose from the water he 
began shouting loudly, and it was 
with difficulty that the sheriff and 
guards could hold him. He said he 
was now ready to die and was willing 
ty go. He was taken back to the jail 
where he put on dry clothes. At noon 
he was taken by Sheriff Collier to the 
scaffold about a quarter of a mile from 
the jail. After services of song and 
prayer Williams made a few remarks 
in which he said the punishment met- 
ed was just, that he committed the 
crime for which he was to suffer, and 
he advised all present to avoid drink- 


ing. 


The Power of a Snowdrift. 


— — 


The Northwestern Railway Compa- 


ny has spent over thre hundred thous- | 


and dollars in the fight against snow 
since October last. Thirty-four im- 


mense snow plows have had plenty of 


work, and these have been backed up 


tremendously by from two to six loco- 
motives each. The might of these 
plows and the great power of a snow- 
drift may be estimated from the facts 
that one plow weighing 48,000 pounds, 
ballasted by 80,000 pounds of railway 
iron and driven by six locomotives, 
‘attacked a snow-choked cutting, but 
was defeated. The drift was filty-two 
feet high. When the workmen, after 
the tremendous charge, caught a 
glimpse of the immense plow, they 
tound that it, with its 128,000 pounds“ 
had been repelled as if it werea 
feather, and that it had rolled discon. 
solately over the drift and lodged 
against some forest trees, where it pro- 

to remaio until summer. From 
one cut 324,000 cubic yards of snow 
were taken out. but in eight hours the 
wind had piled it up full again. Nine 
tiousand men have beeu employed 
from time to time during the winter 


as shovelers.
